TO NATION SUNDAY 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 20.—(/) 
President Roosevelt will talk to 
the nation through the press and 
over the air at 10 o’clock Sunday 
night. 

The address was arr@nged at A 
time when reports from the agri- 
cultural regions showed consider- 
able unrest. 

Stephen Early, secretary to the 
president, said the president would 
discuss “many subjects of current 
interest and importance.”’ 

It is expected principal atten- 
tion will be devoted to the admin- 
istration’s plans for aiding agri- 
culture. The cabinet discussed this 
situation thoroughly teday and 
there is reason to believe the gov- 
ernment is ready to offer loans on 
those crops still held by the farm- 
ers. 

In talking to the nation, Mr. 
Roosevelt is following a course he 
has pursued since he took office. 
He has made similar speeches on 
two different occasions.

Henry W. Miller, vice president of | 
the Southern railway in charge of | 
operations, formerly a beloved resident 
of Atlanta and: widely known through- 
out the south, died suddenly of a heart 
attack Friday in Bermuda, where he

News of the death was received. at 
the headquarters of the railway in 
Washington, where Mr. and Mrs, Mil- 
ler had resided for several years, and 
was conveyed to former associates and 
friends in Atlanta. Details of his 
passing were not immediately avail- 
able, but it -was said the body would 
be taken to New York, arriving there 
Monday morning. 

Mr. and Mrs. Miller sailed from 
New York last Friday and planned to 
stay at Bermuda about a month. Mr. 
Miller was 65 years of age and ap- 
parently was in excellent health.

The world of steel and rails and 
fast trains knew Mr. Miller as a man 
who started at the bottom and climbed 
to a position from which he super- 
vised operations of one of the nation’s 
great railway systems. A native of 
Raleigh, N. C., he became a clerk in 
the telegraph office of the old Rich- 
mond & Danville railroad when a boy 
in knee pants. Next he was a tele- 
graph operator in the Raleigh office. 

“One of these days,” he said to the 
youngsters who worked with him, “

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T homasHuntMorgan, of California, 
Wins Nobel Prize in Medical Field 


STOCKHOLM, Sweden,. Oct. 20.4 
UP)—Thomas Hunt. Morgan, inter- 
nationally known zoologist of Pasa- 
dena, Cal., has been awarded the No- 
bel prize for achievements in the field 
of medicine in 1932, it was officially 
announced tonight. 

The announcement of the 1933 No- 
bel awards for work in 1932 came 
on the eve of the commemoration to- 


morrow of the 100th anniversary of 
the birth of Alfred Nobel. Celebra- 
tions will be held throughout Sweden. 

The reputation of Dr. Morgan, re- 
cipient of the medicine prize, has ex- 
tended to two continents in an active 
life as a scientist. Aside from mem- 
bership in American scientific socie- 
ties, he is a foreign member of the 
Royal Society of England, and of: the 
Academy of Petrograd. 

Dr. Morgan was born in Lexing- 
ton, Ky., in 1866, and earned -his de- 
grees at the Kentucky State College 
and Johns Hopkins. Since 1928, after 
a long teaching career at Byrn Mawr 
and Columbia University, he became 
director of the William C. Kerch 
hoff Laboratories of Biological 
Sciences, at the California Institute 
of Technology. 

A number of widely accepted text- 
books on experimental biology, the 
theories of evolution and the si- 
cal bases of heredity are among Dr. 
Morgan’s works,

Group of Distinguished 
Citizens To Direct Ef- 
fort To Recover Billions 
in Investments. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 20.—(4)— 
President Roosevelt today organized a 
committee of private citizens. to make 
an unofficial attempt to recover part 
of the billions invested by American 
citizens in foreign securities now in 
default. 

While carefully separating the gov- 
ernment from the impending negotia- 
tions, Mr. Roosevelt put the services 
of the state and treasury departments 
to the use of the especial committee 
of distinguished citizens in getting 
organized. , 

The attempt to bring together the 
thoi sands of scattered holders of for- 
eign securities was an eutgrowth of 
the investigation by Senator Johns«a. 
republican, California, into foreigu 
bond sales in this country. 

Mcre than $2,000,000,000 in foreig. 
securities now held by American in- 
vestors are in default or in arrears 
on ipvterest payments. ‘

The guard’s hand was bitten se- 
verely in the fight. 

The escaped men went to a near- 
by highway and stopped a car driven 
by W. P. Meeks, of Kipe. Meeks rec- 
ognized the men as prisoners before 
reaching them and switched off his 
ignition and threw the key into a 
ditch. 

They ordered him to restart the 
car and he was protesting that he 
did not have the key when the bus 
appeared. The driver stopped under 
the command of the guns and the four 
ordered him not to open the doors,

Citizens and Southern Sets 
Sum Aside for Advances 
on 1933 Crop. 


SAVANNAH, Ga., Oct. 20.—(?) 
Twenty-five million dollars has been 
set aside by the Citizens & Southern 
National bank for loans to Georgia 
farmers on their 1933 cotton crop. 

The money will be available for 
loans under terms of the Commodity 
Credit Corporation set up at Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s direction. These pre- 
scribe loans of 10 centa a pound on 
cotton of seven-eighths inch staple of 
low middling grade or better and 8 
cents a pound on cotton less than 
seven-eighths staple and low middling 
grade or better. 

A state issued by the Citizens & 
Southern bank said the cotton must 
be delivered by the producer at ware- 
houses approved by the Reconstruc- 
tion Finance Corporation. Producers 
who have already stored their cotton 
but hold warehouse receipts may pro- 
cure loans. 

Loan application forms will 
ready the first of next week, the state- 
ment said, and loans may be negotiat- 
ed with the bank directly or through 
local banks and warehouses over the 
stnte. The interest rate will be 4 per 
cent. No loans will be made on cotton 
classing below low middling. 

In 1921 the Citizens & ‘Sonthern 
National bank financed the unsold cot- 
ton crop in Georgia to the extent of 
$15.000.000.

Higher Production Costs for 1934. 
Faced by South Georgia Farmers

VALDOSTA, Ga., Oct. 20.—(4)— 
Farmers of south Georgia are receiv- 


ing more money for their crops this 


season than in the past three years 
but are faced with the serious prob- 
lem of increased production costs 
when they hold their crop. outlook 
meetings this winter. 

Practically all agricultural com- 
modities produced in this section are 
now selling for more than a year 
ago, but fertilizer and other. materials 
needed for production have increased 
in cost out of proportion to the in- 
crease in farm prices. 

Cotton is now bringing more than 
it did a year ago; tobacco sold at 
higher prices than in 1932; hogs are 
bringing better returns, and many oth- 
er farm commodities are selling at

LABOR REPRESENTATIVE 
FORESEES MORE TROUBLE 

Threat of widespread industrial 
strikes in the south unless there is 
immediate governmental action to pro- 
tect the rights of organized labor 
came Friday from George L. Googe, 
southern representative of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor. 

Googe issued a statement here which 
he described as “a declaration of war 
in the interests of the workers” after 
an estimated 3,000 textile operatives 
in the Augusta (Ga.) region struck 
in protest against alleged discrimina- 
tion against union workers and the 
“stretch-out” system. 

“If immediate action is not taken 
by Washington authorities to stop 
employers from firing employes for 
joining legitimate labor unions and 
violations of the labor provisions of 
the various NRA codes, these strikes 
will spread throughout the south,” 
Googe warned. 

Googé charged that he had been un- 
able to obtain action for adjudication 
of labor controversies through nation- 
al and state industrial relations boards 
set up under the textile industry code.

Georgia Cotton Growers for 1933 


By GLENN RAMSEY. 
ATHENS, Ga., Oct. 20.—(?)— 
Georgia cotton growers will profit ap- 
proximately $13,000,000 in government 
money this year. 

Harry Brown, extension director of 
the University of Georgia system, said 
today that in addition to this sum, 


Georgia’s 1933 cotton crop would 
yield about the. same as in 1932. 

Thus, he said, farmers in this state 
have already profited by acreage re- 
duction—for, which they were paid 
either in money or options on govern- 
ment-owned cotton—and have a big 
crop ready for the open market. . 

Pegging the price of cotton at 10 
cents, Brown said, would mean a 
profit to farmers who accepted op- 
tions at 6 cents, of around $20 a bale 
or about $4,280,000, which added to 
what had been paid directly for re- 
duction, gives them a $13,000,000 fed- 
eral aid income. 

Since the pegging of the price by 
the government at 10 cents is based 
on the willingness of the farmers to 
reduce their 1934 acreage up to 40 
per cent, based on a five-year produc- 
tion average, Brown said there would 
be no trouble in getting Georgia 
farmers to sign up.

SECURITY FOR RELIEF LOANS. 


Following Governor Talmadge’s 
success in working out plans under 
which the federal relief administra- 
tion has agreed, despite the con- 
stitutional limitation on borrowing 
in Georgia, to advance funds for 
the construction of .a new state 
prison and three large bridges, 
every local government in the state 
should ascertain whether or not it 
is in their power to present any 
type of security for such loans. 

The state advisory board has 
definitely announced that unincum- 
bered highway certificates will be 
accepted as good security, and the 
leasing proposal on the state prison 
and the self-liquidating nature of 
the bridge projects present two ad- 
ditional methods of advancing ade- 
quate security. 

The administration has laid par- 
ticular stress on the fact that small 
projects, for which only the cash 
grants are sought, receive prompt 
attention, because it is unnecessary 
to go into the legal questions raised 
when a combined loan and grant 
are applied for. 

To obtain a grant, a public body 
must have power to sell sufficient 
of its bonds, less the grant, if al- 
lowed to complete the project, 
these bonds to Include general obli- 
gation bonds, revenue bonds where 
legal or district assessment bonds; 
or power to convey the site to the 
federal government to reimburse 
the government for its outlay, less 
the grant. In addition, grants can 
be secured by public bodies in 
process of securing necessary pow- 
ers, or by the specific approval of 
the president. 

With adequate security the only 
requirements made by the govern- 
ment are that the project must be 
ready to start in 30 days, that it be 
safe and sufficient from an engi- 
‘neering standpoint, and that it be 
necessary and convenient from a 
social standpoint. 

In addition, it is required that 
‘the applying government or corpo- 
ration shall have a balanced budget, 
being in process of balancing, or 
be able to give assurance that such 
balancing can be accomplished. 

Many of the grants which have 
been made by the relief adminis- 
tration under these conditions are 
for small amounts, some as low as 
$300. Undoubtedly there are in 
Georgia many municipalities that 
need minor improvements, but of a 
necessary nature, for which grants 
could be secured. 

The governor in devising practi- 
cal plans for the advancement of 
federal relief money has, given an 
object lesson to local officials and 
business leaders that in the recov- 


perienced hands can’t get the old bus 
to budge. 

Traveling gasoline pumps mounted 
on motorcycle combinations wander 
around Jooking for drivers who have 
run out of gas and save many a 
weary walk to the nearest garage and 
back with a can. There is no at- 
tempt, however, on the part of the 
clubs to compete with garages. 

Dues in the two motor. organi- 
zations amount to the equivalent of 
approximately $10 in American 
money, which entitles the holders 
of the membership badges to itin- 
eraries and maps for their journeys, 
urgent message delivery service, 
road and weather information, spe- 
cial parking facilities, free legal de- 
fense and advice, engine inspection 
and advice on the purchase of used 
automobiles. Town pilots are main- 
tained to- prevent visitors from 
losing their way in large cities, and 
a department exists for the assist- 
ance of campers. 

Such protection for motor travel 
is hardly possible in the United 
States, where the distances are so 
much greater than in the British 
Isles, but there are suggestions in 
the service rendered by the Eng- 
lish organizations which could well 
be studied by similar motor clubs 
in this country. 


JAPANESE POLICY CHANGES. 
Recent developments in the Jap- 
anese government indicate a grow- 
ing decrease in the influence of the 
ear lords who, since the fighting 
in Manchuria and around Shanghai 
nearly two years ago, have domi- 
nated both foreign and _ internal 
policies of the Nipponese empire. 
It is apparent that such level- 
headed and astute statesmen as 
Viscount Ishii, Home Minister 
Yamamoto and Foreign Minister 
Hirota are steadily gaining strength 
in the effort to turn Japan’s for- 
eign policy into more peaceful and 
less radical liges than has been the 
case while the dominance of the 
army and navy leaders was abso- 
lute. 3 
The complete control of the 
Japanese government by the mili- 
tary during the past two years is 
in keeping with the usual result 
when a country has gone through 
a period of fighting, and the war 
spirit of its people is aroused. After 
more than a year of fighting with 


view of the rebuke of its activities 
by the League of Nations, it would 
have been surprising if the vic- 
torious leaders of the _ fighting 
forces of the nation had not been 
able to arouse almost universal sup- 
port for their control of the gov- 
ernment, 

Now, however, the fighting is 
over and the business interests and 
conservative elements of the Japa- 
nese population are evidently be- 
stirring themselves again towards 
once more placing the economic 
welfare of the country ahead of 
military achievements. 

The Japanese, with a reputation 
as a people of warlike tendencies, 
have as a matter-of fact a record 
for peace possessed by no other 
great nation in the world. Previ- 
ous to the visit of Admiral Perry 
in 1853, centuries had passed dur- 
ing which Japan engaged neither In 
war with other nations or in civil 
war within its borders. 

From 1853, when the nation 
started its wonderful period of de- 
velopment which now finds it one 
of the great powe-s of the world, 
more than a half century passed 
without a resort to war. 

Such a record could be set up 
only by a people who are funda- 
mentally peace loving, and it forms 
the most convincing argument that 
war will mever occur between 
Japan and the United States unless 
it is fomented by the jingo ele- 
ments in the two countries. 

Certainly, although the interlock- 
ing of the national interests of the 
two nations is widespread, both 
have their places in the sun and 
their individual destinies and there 
is no good reason why the two 
should ever clash.

The Harvest 


In Russia. 

After weeks of diligent inquiry, on 
the spot in the Ukraine and in Mos- 
cow, I have come to a conclusion that 
the Soviets have a reason for their 
refusal to allow me and other for- 
eign correspondents in Russia per- 


mission to travel where we want, aft- 
er first giving us carte-blanche so to 
speak. The argument that if we went 
to the collective farms in the harvest 
period this would disturb the tempo 
of operations is not valid. That is 
no excuse. 


When governments forbid newspa- 
permen to enter a certain area, they 
have other reasons. I believe that 
there is no actual famine in Russia 
at the present time. The new har- 
vest, which is abundant, has put an 
end to the acute suffering. But there 
was a famine last winter and this 
spring. There was indeed a famine of 
such proportions chiefly in the 
Ukraine and in the northern Cauca- 
sus, that it surpassed in horror the 
great famine of the Volga in 1920- 
1921. Millions died. 

The Soviets have managed to keep 
knowledge of this famine from the 
world at large. There’ were indeed 
rumors this spring, but they emanat- 
ed from anti-Soviet sources and were 
therefore suspect and eagily disbeliev- 
ed by well-wishers of the Soviet gov- 
ernment. But now, even if the worst 
is over, and reporters invaded those 
districts, they would be pound to 
hear stories of the events of last 
spring. Thie is inevitable. And this 
the government wanted to prevent at

USE YOUR BELLY TO BOOST 
YOUR CIRCULATION. 

Take care lest you betray your ig- 

norance, my friend, by seeing an im- 
propriety where.there is none. There 
is no other term in the English lan- 
Foase for what I intend to express. 
t would be awkward and prudish to 
say anterior wall of the abdomen 
when this perfectly good Anglo-Saxon 
word precisely signifies bellows. 

Natural use of the bellows in 
breathing distinctly promotes good cir- 
culation. Unnatural chest breathing, 
on the other hand, does not aid the 
circulation. This is fundamental 
physiology, not just my notion. 

The diaphragm, the chief breathing 
muscle, when its funetioning is not 
inhibited by faulty physical education 
and bad habits based on faulty train- 
ing, serves as a booster pump for the 
circulation, aiding the return of blood 
through the veins to the right side 
of the heart, which then drives it on 
to the lungs for oxygenation. 

The belly breathing exercise which 
I recommend is one which some good 
physicians have prescribed for patients 
with high blood pressure from various 
causes, and other physicians have 
praised as a help in the treatment of 
asthma. In both conditions the bene- 
fits derived from belly breathing are 
no doubt due to the booster pump ac- 
tion of the diaphragm which prevents 
blood from stagnating in the veins. 

In recommending to all and sundry 
the practice of belly breathing it is 
my hope to undo some of the harm 
that has been done by poor physical 
education, but at the, same time I 
would remind the reader that a fair 
amount of exercise daily, say six miles 
of oxygen on the hoof or its 
equivalent in other kinds of work, 
play or exercise is the best tonic 
to the circulation. Every muscular 
movement propels blood through the 
veins upon which the muscle or mus- 
cles press «when they contract. 

The compression of the liver, stom- 
ach and other organs when the dia- 
phragm contracts (during inspiration 
or inflation of the belly) drives blood 
out of the rich network of veins in 
the abdomen on toward the heart, 
which then pumps it into the lungs 
for oxygenation. 

Sedentary persons are certain to 
have more or less stagnation of blooil 
in the veins, especially the veins in 
the abdomen, even if they notice no 
undue fulness or prominence of veins 
on the surface of the body, They are 


breathing if they practice it faithfully. 

Persons with swollen or congested 
veins or varicose veins can obtain 
considerable relief by practicing belly

GEORGIA TEAM 
IS OUTPLAYED 
MOST OF GAME 


McQuaig and Allen Score 
for Bears; Grar=s 
Kick Decides.

MACON, Ga., Oct. 20.—A _ lone 
extra point kicked from Cy Grant’s 
toe pulled the Georgia football team 
out of a close spot here this after- 
noon before 12,000 spectators when 
the unbeaten red juggernaut from 
Athens was forced to come from be- 
hind in the last half to escape its 
first defeat of the season at the hands 
of Lake Russell’s surprising Mercer 
team. ' 
Upon that solitary digit, added by 
Grant after he scored Georgia's first 
touchdown in the third quarter hung 
the victory, the Bulldogs finally win- 
ning, 13 to 12, after staving off sev- 
eral Mercer drives that threatened to 
change that margin. 

None of the home-coming day throng 
which came here today had any idea 
that one man’s toe would decide that 
battle. Most of them were spotting 
three touchdowns. 

Then when the Mercer team took 
charge of the ball at the game's start 
and held it for all but seven minutes 
of the first half to lead 6-0 at the end 
of it, they became slowly conscious of 
the fact that the Bulldogs were in for 
a battle. And a battle it was from 
start to finish with the Bulldogs 
escaping a tie in the final period 
when Mercer failed to convert the 
extra point after Henry Allien. a 
sophomore of Lafayette, Ga., plunged 
through the Georgia line 10 yards for 
the Bears’ second score. 

The statistics show that there was 
nothing accidental or freakish about 
that score. They show that Georgia 
made 15 first downs, two of them un- 
earned, and that Mercer’s offense 
gathered 14 first downs, three un- 
earned. 


Coach Harry Mehre had to rush his 
regulars into the game early to repel 
Mercer drives that ended twice on 
Georgia’s 11-yard line and Harry had 
to leave the regulars in there to get 
that second touchdown and pull the 
football game out of the fire. 

The line play was probably the 
fiercest seen on a southern football 
field in several years with both for- 
ward walls pitted in a bitter nip and 
tuck struggle that cost both teams 
several penalties that hurt. 

Mercer scored first when Gerald 
McQuaig, of Fitzgerald, Ga., climaxed 
a Mercer drive, given impetus by a 
Georgia penalty and the brilliant run- 
ning off tackle and around . ends of 
Ernie Zinkowsky, fleet little Mercer 
halfback, by knifing through guard 
for the touchdown. The Bears’ fail- 
ure to add the extra point after this 
and the second score cost them a 
possibly great victory or a tie at 
worst. 

The Bears held this 6-0 lead at 
the half and until near mid-way the 
third quarter when Cy Grant got 
away through a hole in center on a 
quick spin play and sped 44 yards for 
the score, when Cy added the extra 
point, the Bulldogs were ahead for the 
first time during the conflict. 

Mercer lost the services of the swift 
Zinkowsky soon after the hard-run- 
ning halfback going out with a lac- 
erated forehead. He had run the 
Georgia ends dizzy and been a tough 
little hombre to stop all afternoon. 
Lake Russell had brought Zinkowsky 
along after an early season injury for 
this game, since he was unable to use 
Bob Lee today. And Lee’s replace- 
ment did a noble job of it. 

Allen who went into the game when 
Zinkowsky was hurt, was responsible 
for the second score but his pass to 
an end for the extra point was a 
trifle low. 

_ SECOND SCORE. 

Georgia got her second touchdown 
soon after when the Bears, losing a 
total of 25 yards on penalties, were 
pushed back to their 35-yard line. 
Georgia also lost 15 on penalty but 
little Sam Brown, of Albany, who 
had replaced Key, pulled the Bulldogs 
out of the hole with a spectacular 42- 
yard run down to Mercer's &-yard 
line where Buck Chapman, the man- 
killing fullback, bucked it the final 
S yards. 

Georgia failed to add the extra 
point after this score leaving the 
Bears a chance to tie. They missed it 
soon after when Allen went over. 

Harry Mehre, the Georgia coach, 
was founding fanning himself in a 
shaded nook of the field after the 
game was over. 

“That was our closest shave so far 
~~just exactly what I expected it to 
be,” said Harry. 

It seems that practically everyone, 
even down here in Macon, took the 
Bears’ chances lightly saving Coach 
Mehre. That worthy was worried Fri- 
day night. He told Tiger Bennett, the 
Mercer. line coach and one of his for- 
mer star guard pupils at Georgia, 
that he had considered Mercer's team 
potentially stronger than that. of 
North Carolina and North Carolina 
State all along.

DENTAL. DISSERTATION. 

“Yesterday you wrote on teeth and 
their development. Tell me some more 
about them,” asked the engineer who 
would have made a great zoologist. 

“What do you want to know? 
Maybe I can answer questions better 
than | can ng talk about teeth.” 
Three pipe-puffs later, friend engineer 
began to ask those questions that are 
so typical of his method of thought. 

“Aren’t there some broad princi- 
ples back of mammalian teeth that 
you can outline? What would you 
say distinguished mammalian teeth 
from reptilian teeth aside from their 
actual anatomy?’ 

“To in with,” I said, “Mam 
malian teeth are heterodont, theco 
dont, and diphyodont. Heterodont 
simply means that the teeth are dif- 
ferentiated into four types; incisors, 
canines, premolars, and molars. Theco- 
dont means that they are set inte 
definite sockets in the dentary and 
maxilliary bones. Diphyodont means 
that there are two sets of teeth, which 
we distinguish as “milk teeth and adult 
teeth. There are your distinguishing 
points of mammalian dentition.” 

“All right. Now how do you com- 
pare those three things with the rep- 
tiles?

Underneath this 
picture was an explanatory note say- 
ing that the naked eye of man had 
never seen the island from the city 
because of the fogs that overhung the 
water. But a photographer with the 
nid of the infra-red ray stood on the 
top of the Empire State building and 
photographed city, water and land 
that nestled in the water. Similarly 
there is a fog before the eyes of these 
young people that prohibits their see- 
ing into their own hearts, much less 
into each other’s hearts: that fog is 
physical attraction.

All heartaches 
were stiled, all the old scores wip- 
ed out, all offenses forgiven, all 
injuries forgotten in the glorious 
reunion. 


And then that father did the thing 
that love always suggests: he gave 
his son the best he had; costly clothes 
and shoes, a gold ring for his finger, 
and a fine feast. In a perfect frenzy 
of joy he cried out: “Bring hither 
the fatted calf and kill it and let us 
eat and be merry; for this my son 
was dead and is alive again; he was

love works: It is selfless compas- 


sionate, frank, generous, Joyous, ea- | 


ger, protective, and carries conviction 
in its every expression. 


Love doesn’t make demands, nor 
is it vindictive when disappoiut- 
ed in its expectations. Love is not 
querulous but rather it makes ex- 
cuses for the dear one’s faults and 
foibles. Love is not unforgiving. It 
suffers long and is kind. All these 
are the hall-marks of love and they 
may be read with the mind’s eye. 

Accept no substitute, young peo- 
ple. Don’t be deceived by another 
emotion less complex but in its own 
way powerful. Don’t accept a syn- 
thetic gem for the pearl of great 
price.

Members of the board pledged ut- 
most loyalty and best efforts to the 
national recovery movement, inaugu- 
rated under President Roosevelt, to 
make it an early and complete suc- 
cess. 

Indorsement was made of the new 
federal food and drugs act, providing 
for the expanding, supplementing and 
strengthening of the present federal 
food and drugs act, and the inelu- 
sion of cosmetics under the proposed 
act. 

A resolution was adopted to pro- 
vide for the reduction and limitation 
of armament, in order that the pos- 
sibility of war may be reduced, and 
the great burden of military expendi- 
tures be lessened. The board will rec- 
ommend to the publishers that a club 
edition of the library of southern lit- 
erature be issued, not to exceed the 
cost of $25.

It is my candid opinion that a 
study of the correct principles of 
play would result in the making 
of at least 20 per cent more con- 
tracts undertaken at the Bridge ta- 
ble than are now made, provided, of 
course, that defense did not keep 
step with attack and the defending 
players study the basic defensive prin- 
ciples so well that they would make 
almost instinctively the correct Open- 
ing leads and the correct supsequent 


plays. No person desiring to excel 
as a Bridge player can afford to play 
in a haphazard way and without fuil 
consideration of the entire hand be- 
fore even a card is touched in the 
Dummy. I have been making a rather 
extensive study of the subconscious 
methods of experts and I can assure 
you that, whether they know it or not, 
the persons who are really expert in 
the play vf the hand follow in the 
main the same general principles. . To 
be a good Dummy player you must, 
of course, understand the fundamental 
principles of play, but you must at 
the same time attack each hand as an 
individual problem and take stock, or 
inventory if you prefer, of your re- 
sources and balance them against your 
liabilities. If the surplus if sufficient, 
then your contract is probably as- 
sured.

CHICAGO GRAIN AND PROVISIONS. 


December ...

CHICAGO, Oct. 20.—(#)—Exten- 
sive wheat purchasing for United 
States government account, and re- 
ports of intended broad measures to 


alleviate farming communities’ appre- 
hension, helped rush grain prices up- 
ward today. 

In a sudden late wave of buying, 
wheat, corn, oats and rye all bounded 
to the utmost limit allowed during 
one day, wheat and rye up 5 cents a 
bushel, corn 4 cents and oats 3 cents, 
but big profit-taking sales led to vio- 
lent reactions from the top. Trade 
advices out of Washington said the 
administration was working on plans 
to distribute approximately $70,000,- 
000 to wheat farmers participating in 
production control, and that loans to 
be extended on wheat would be simi- 
lar to those on cotton.

VIENNA, Oct. 20.—(/)—With po- 
lice ordered to “shoot to kill’ nazi 
demonstrators in one section and a 
st curb on railroad employes, who 
“further anti-government movements,” 
Austria today tightened its. lines 
against German propaganda. 

To impress the a of Dorn- 
birn, in the Vorarlberg district, with 
the seriousness of the government’s 
intentions regarding the nazi move- 
ment in Austria, the federal police 
commissar gave warning that anyone 
refusing to halt when ordered to do 
so will be fired upon. 

The hoisting of nazi flags on factory 
chimneys and the plastering of trains 
with swastikas has continued in Dorn- 
birn despite previous warnings. 

There was no immediate denial from 
the government of the assertion in 
the secretly circulated socialist organ 
Wahrheit that approximately one- 
tenth of the Austrian army has de- 
serted and gone to Germany. 

The paper asserted this nuniber in- 

cludes soldiers who actually are on 
German soil, not troops in the so- 
called “barbed-wire border,” protected 
with an average of only about one 
man to a mile, the guards being mostly 
green auxiliaries recruited from the 
heimwehr (home guard). 
_ But authoritative quarters were not 
inclined to take the Wahrheit’s report 
very seriously, characterizing it as 
“socialist propaganda.”

Mrs. Bedard said that mothers are 
willing to pay the minimum asked by 
dealers in order that they may be 
sure of pure milk for their children. 

“We do not feel that the minimum 
asked by the dealers is anything but 
fair and I am sure that mothers are 
willing to pay it,” Mrs. Bedard said. 

Mrs. Jackson spoke from the view- 
point of a housewife. 

“A supply of pure milk is just as 
desirous and as much of a necessity 
as pure water,” Mrs. Jackson said. 
“We have to pay a fair price for 
pure water and are willing to pay a 
fair price for milk.” 

. D. Veel, of Atlanta, represent- 
ing feed dealers, said that the higher 
minimum price was made necessary 
because of the increase in the price 
of feeds recenthy. 

“In some cases feeds have increased 
as high as 50 per cent within the itast 
several months,” Mr. Veel said. 

J. T.. Means, an independent pro- 
ducer of Barnesville, advocated a $2 
minimum per hundredweight, giving 
the buyers the right to turn back milk 
on one day's notice. He opposed the 
three classifications of milk. Govern- 
ment representatives took issue with 
Mr. Means, pointing out that pro- 
ducers would receive more than a $2 
average under the present terms of the 
agreement.

Closed by Strikes 


AIKEN. §. C.. Oct. 20.—()—Two 
Horse Creek Valley textile plants of 
the Aiken Mills, Inc., suspended op- 
erations today because of labor dis- 
putes, 

Some workers in the plant at Bath 
and in one of the two at Clearwater 
struck at 6 a.m. and after running 
for about three hours with partial 
forces the mills shut down. 

Strikers from the two closed plants 
then went to the Langley plant of 
the mills and picketed it for several 
hours, planning to try to persuade 
its workers to join them in the strike. 
The pickets later dispersed, however, 
at the request of the Rev. Paul Ful- 
ler, educational representative of the 
American Federation of Labor, and 
the plant operated normally through- 
out the day, as did a bleachery at 
Clearwater, which is part of the Aiken 
mills system.

JAPAN JOINS PROTEST 


AGAINST NAZI ATTITUDE 


TOKYO, Oct. 20.—()—Japan has 
added her voiee to those raised in pro- 
test against nazi racial discrimination. 

The government and the people of 
Japan, said a foreign office spokes- 
man in discussing the protest, are 
“highly indignant at Germany’s brand- 
ing us inferior.” 

Germany’s attention has been call- 
ed, he added, to “the fact that speeches 
of nazi leaders and legislation by 
the German government have specified 
discriminatory treatment of the Jéws, 
negroes and other colored races—ban- 
ning mixtures thereof with the Ger- 
manic race.” 

Even in the -United States, the 
spokesman went on, Japanese are not 
subjected to the same treatment as ne- 
groes; yet Germany has linked them 
in the same category.
